1. On 8 November^ in discussions between repiresenlaitt'ves of 10 Division^ SB Division 
and the CPP^ 10 Division recommended the following after considerable study of 'the 
problemt 

a. FBC be instructed to attempt ‘to form a new Albanian working comittee in 
two or three mon'ths In which to study natter and come back with concrete 
proposals for such a commlt'tee. ZOD and FBC are of the opinion that ‘this step is 
necessary inasmuoh as the present National Committee for a Free Albania is un~ 
aeo^table to them. 

b. If FfiC is sucoessful in forming such a working eonmlttee that appropriately 
timed s'teps be taken bF the S£ IhLvlsion to terminate Its support to the present 
NCFA and ‘the 10 Division^ ‘via FBC« take on the reaponsiblli'ty for a new working 
committee of Albanian exiles. 

c. The name of the new working committee ehould not be the National Commlt'tee 
for a Free Albania. Something like the Council for a free Albania or the Commit'tee 
for a Free Albania should be eho6<ni. 

S£ Division's emcarr^e in the above proposal was conditioned on the 
name of the new working group being something similar to ‘the NCFA. The name 
"Committee for a Free Albania" would be aeoeptabla. In view of the money spent 
by CIA to build up -the name of the NCFA, SE Division felt that ■the one worthwhile 
asset of the Committee is its name. It is ^e opinion of S£ Division that if

TThe letter also exp^^ssed appreciation for the March food offer to Albania and 
concern for the present food situation in Albania. The DepaztmenVs reply made by 
Jnder i-ecretary Ikirphy on 2b Mov«aber, advised that the food offer to Albania was 
still in effect. This information will be given wide slss^olnation ly the NCFA and 
our radio and leaflet program. 













6. In regard to our reoemunendation to PAl^ to aau»id the administrative plm for 
DBLIVXODb project, PAi^ prepared a draft amendment which tock the position that the 
OBLIVIOUS be regarded as a proprietory project. However, inasmuch as it is generally 
jgreed that oaiVIt^S is a subsidy project, plans are in progress to have OSLIVIOCS 
mended accordingly.
